Advent of warmspring weath 
ev has hastened activity upon 
the land in Alberta, and opera- 
tions are genernl, deosing ot 
wheat in the southern districts 
of the province is about 50 per 
cent, completed, with 60 to 70 
percent. done in some locali 
ties, while in the central and 
northern 
well under way, Tn a few plac- 
es in southern Alberta the new 
Wheat isveported already above 
ground, Some seeding of oats 
hus also been done inthe south, 

Moisture conditions for the 
most part are favorable, but in 
south-eastern localities the soil 
is very dry and more moisture 
is needed for satisfactory por- 
mination, This condition does 
not exist, however, over a very 
widespread area, Slight rains 
have fallen during the past 
week in the Medicing Hat aren, 
and heavier rains toward Leth 
bridge and along the foothil! 
avens, No fresh precipitation 
in the central and northern 
areas has been recorded since 
last report. 

Indications are that there will 
be a slightly increased acrenge 
im wheat this season, most dis 
triects reporting to this effect, 
while one or two districts in 
the north report reduced areas. 
Phe fact that very little fall 
plowing was done last fall 
makes wny large increase in 
wheat acreage impossible. 

Reports from the southern 
districts indicate that there will 
be a large increase in acreage 
in fodder crops, particularly 
corn and sweet clover, Leth- 
bridge district reporting a pro 
bable 100 per cent. increase in 
these crops this season.
